“A SPANISH PATIO” 


Until recent years the countryside of Spain was so infested 
with organized bands of brigands that it was unsafe to live 
outside of the cities, and hence Spain has no country houses 
corresponding to the great Italian villas. The large and small 
landowners built their houses in nearby towns, where there 
was some semblance of order, and travelled to their estates 
when necessary. As a result, all Spanish houses of importance 
are city houses which present to the street a forbidding facade 
with but little more than a doorway for the passerby to see, 
and which from within open into one or more patios and 
walled gardens where the life of the house takes place. 

This problem is an outer patio, or entrance court, of the 
house of a Spanish nobleman in a provincial city. Passing 
under the apartments which front on the street, you enter a 
patio thirty feet square in the clear, paved with stone or tile;
